A like term may IK 
applied to the great automobiles that race at the 
speed of the wind over the deserts of Nevada 
between the different mining camps. 
The auto- 


mobile, according to an authoritv. has advanced 
the development of the desert mining country in 
Nevada by at kast ten \ ears. Through the use 
of the automobile it has become possible to take 
intending investors into the country and point 
out to them its possibilities. 


"Recently L. Al. Sullivan and J. 1"). Campbell 


drove an automobile from Kly to Goldfied, a dis- 
tance of 255 miles, in just ten hours. There arc 
fexv railroad trains in the western country th;»t 
schedule such a rate of speed. 
And when il is 


remembered that the trip included some grades 
that no railroad train could successfully nego- 
tiate the running becomes even more remarkable 
So well recognized is the value of the automobile 
in the desert that regular automobile roads have 
been constructed. 


Uelxveen Manhattan and Tonopah and th'en 


on to Goklfield, a total distance of eighty miles 
there is such a road. 
There is another betxveen 


Goklfield and Utillfrog cighh miles long. These 


automobile roads are not of the Upe one finds 
in cities. They consist merely of dirt tracks each 
about five inches wide, the roadbed being just 
the width of an automobile. 
No other vehicles 


are permitted on these roads, which were con- 
structed and are kept in repair by owners of the 
horseless vehicles. 


It is possible, with careful chauffeurs to trav- 


el over these automobile roads at high speed with 
perfect safety. The writer recently made a trip 
in one of the big cars from Goldfield to Manhat- 
tan. 
Leaving Goldfield at 9:30 in the evening, 


Manhattan was reached at 1:30 in the morning. 
This was a total of four hours for the trip. But 
a stop of half an hour at Tonopah should he 
taken out, so that the actual running time was 
three and one-half hours.

made in better time—three hours exactly.
